MSC.  is  swinging  into  sum- 
■'  hier  with  a  record  enrollment 
—of  1,911  students,  •  which  .  re¬ 
flects  the  national  trend  of  col- 
"  lege  growth, 

Twenty-seven  of  the  sumnver 
students  are  enrolled  in  the 

'•ojperartive  gr^uate  program 
the  University  of  Missouri 
ndth  the  remainder  in  MSC 
undergraduate  and  graduate 
classes.  The  total  does  not  in¬ 
clude  workshop,  enirollments. 
Tlie  present  summer  enroll- 
n  ent  is  a  32  per  cent  increase 
over  that  of  the  1967  summer. 

The  previous  record  high 
summer  school  enrollment  of 
1,446  —as  established  last  year. 
Summer  school  has  traditional¬ 
ly  brought  only  1,000  or  fewer 
students  to  campus. 

Past  records  show  that  MSC 
is  growing  by  the  hundreds 
each  year.  In  1966,  an  enroll¬ 
ment  of  1,121  undergraduates 
was  the  largest  number  of 
summer  students  since  1930. 

Whdh  asked  what  factors  the 
large  increase  in  enrollment 
cmi  be  attributed  to,  Terry  Myr 
ers,  assistant  dean  of  adminis- 
tratirn,  stated  that  “some  of 
the  increase  can  be  attributed 
to  the  growth  of  our  graduate 
programs.  While  it  is  difficult 
to  explain  the  large  undergrad¬ 
uate  increase,  the  upsurge 
seems  to  reflert  the  major  in¬ 
crease  anticipated  this  fall.” 

Other  factoi-s  that  may  have 
influenced  MSC’s  college  en- 
.i>*llment  •  figures  .  are  the  pro¬ 
tection,  of  <h.-aft  status,  Uie  iiV: 
c:ease  in  the  population  of  po- 
ten'tdal  college  students,  offers 
of  increased  paychecks  to 
teachers  with  additional  credit 
hours,  the  prospects  of  finish¬ 
ing  a  college  career  in  three 
years,  and  the  repetition  of 
courses  previously  failed. 

MSC  administrators  expect 
to  see  tlie  college  enrollment 
here  grow  to  4,500-4,600  this 
fell,  an  increase  of  more  than 
400  over  the  1967-68  fall  enroll¬ 
ment.  Some  of  the  Missouri’s 
colleges  are  expecting  slight 
declines  or  a  leveling  off  in 
enrollment  figures.

During  his  lecture,  “Human¬ 
izing  Instruction,”  Dr.  Uslier 
cited  examples  of  what  he  call¬ 
ed  natlonsd  symptoms  of  de- 
person'alizati<m  due  to  non-hu- 
.manized  instruction.”  Among 
the  results  of  such  depersonal¬ 
ization,  which  he  deplored,  are 
planless  day-by-day  attitudes 
and  fatalistic  attitudes  about 
education  in  society. 

One  can  shut  himself 
from  the  problems  by  ei¬ 
ther  becoming  one  of  a 
large  mass  or  becoming  a 
fanatic  about  «  special 
thing,  Dr.  Usher  comment¬ 
ed. 

To  start  a  movement  back 
to  humanized  instruction,  the 
teacher  must  revise  hts  present 
slana.  “Knowing  isn't’  enough 
in  education,”  Usher  declared. 
“What  affects  behavior  is  how 


closely  related  it,  is  to  the  in¬ 
dividual.  In  the  personalizatioa 
ol  instruction,  ^  learning  is 
not  simply  an  individual  mat¬ 
ter,” 

“Come  to  grips  witii  what 
you  believe;  explore  it;  test  it, 
and  explore  it  somie  more,"  he 
stated. 

Teachers  cannot  continue  to 
see  things  only  tlirough  their 
own  eyes.  To  humanize  in¬ 
struction,  teachers  must  de¬ 
velop  a  sensitivity  toward  stu¬ 
dents,  according  to  the  lectur¬ 
er. 

“We  pass  in  the  dark 
without  seeing  through  the 
eyes  of  the  other  person,” 
commented  Dr.  Usher,  who 
is  assistant  professor  of 
psychology,  counseling,  and 
guidance  at  Colorado  State 
College,  Greeley. 

Dr.  Usher  has  made  several 
studies  involving  comparisons 
of  successful  ai^  unsuccessful 
teachers.  His  ideas  and  beliefs 


have  a  practical  basis. 

“In  a  classroom  we  must  b« 
conoemed  with  how  things  look 
to  someone  else,”-  Dr.  Usher 
said.  “Being  pre-occupied  with 
methods  is  not. the  basis  for 
good  teaching.  Just  watching  a 
good  teacher  will  not  make 
someone  else  do  a  good  job. 
Good  teachers  are,  authentic 
people  who  let  themselves 
sh»  w.” 

Limits  for  students,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Usher,  are  import¬ 
ant  in  education.  Professional 
people  must  operate  from  mo¬ 
ment  to  moment  on  their  be¬ 
liefs,  and  a  good  teacher  will 
know  what  to  do  in  a  crisis  —

A  tree  grows  and  turns  green,  the  river,  babbles  on  Us 
way  downstream,  a  child  reaches  for  ' a  reassuring,  hand, 
and  Uie  pages  of  poetry  turn  slowly. 

MSC’s  annual  poetry  publication,  the  Green  and  White, 
is  a  booklet  filled  with  poems  written  by  MSC  students 
who  had  ideas  and  moods  they  wanted  to  share. 

Each  individual  felt  that  poetry  was  a  personal  experi¬ 
ence.  “That  is  poetry’s  beauty,”  says  Mary  Beth  Wilson, 
elementary  education  hiajor  from  Maryville.  “People  can 
read  thdr  own  experiences  and  moods  into  the  lines  of  a 
poem.  Reflected  in  those  lines  are  many' memories.” 

Mary  Beth  writes  about  almost  everything  depending  up¬ 
on  her  mood.  Often  the  poems  of  others  have  inspired  her. 
An  idea,  a  feeling  conveyed,  impels  her  to  write  in  turn. 

Just  as  each  poem  has  its  own  message  and  mood,  it  also 
has  its  own  place  of  birth  —  a  quiet  room,  a  peaceful 
pasture,  or  elsewhere.  Although  Mary  Beth  does  not  strive 
for  rhyme,  she  desires  an  easy  flow  of  words  and  ideas. 

Since  the  exact  combination  of  words  to  convey  her  ideas 
is  not  always  possible,  she  feels  if  she  had  to  write  to  meet 
deadlines  and  assignments,  she  would  fill  drawers  with 
poems  that  are  not  quite  right  or  that  are  too  personal 
to  print.  For  this  reason  she  does  not  want  to  write  pro¬ 
fessionally. 

Another  student  poet  who  is  aware  ot  1ie  professional 
element  in  creative  writing  is  Maryfrances  Di  Girolamo, 
Kansas  Oty.  Although  she  enjoys  writing,  she  bhlievcs 
that  “a  poem  is  a  thing  of  feeling.”  Poems  cannot  be 
written  just  to  meet  a  quota  or  fiU  copy  space,  she  main¬ 
tains.  She,  too,  is  a  mood  writer.  One  week  she  may  pro¬ 
duce  two  poems;  Uien  three  weeks  may  lapse  before  she 
creates  another.  Atmosphere,  she  says,  greatly  influence 
her  poetry. 

Generally  Maryfrances  gets  away  from  people  when  she 
wishes  to  create.  Ihis  desire  to  be  alone  while  doing  crea¬ 
tive  writing  is  shared  by  a  number  of  the  other  poets  on 
campus. 

Symbols  are  prevalent  in  most  ot  the  poems  In  the 
“Gremi  and  liVhite.”  Shells  x^resonrt  life;  birds  are  peo¬ 
ple;  whole  rittes  are  corpses. 

As  one  reads  these  poems,  he  realiees  that  as  loqg  as 
man’s  mind  reaches  out  to  express  feelings,  to  understand 
life,  poetry  will  give  its  ereatw  a  bit  of  fanmortaiity.

About  Eliminating  Letter  Grades? 


Is  the  grading  system  of 
many  c(^eges  outdated?  Is 
there  too  much  emphasis  put 
on  grades  and  honor  points? 
Are  students  really  concentrat¬ 
ing  on  absorbing  all  the  knowl¬ 
edge  possible  from  their 
courses  ? 

Several  of  the  colleges  are 
taking  a  look  at  their  systems 
of  marking.  Letter  grades  ■will 
be  eliminated  at  Baber  Univer¬ 
sity,  Baldwin,  Kan.,  next  year. 
The  new  grading  system  will 
be  honors,  high  pass,  pass,  and 
fail. 

“Would  you  like  this  type  of 
grading  system?”  “Why?”  If 
not,  do  you  prefer  the  system 
we  have  now?  Why?”  “Are 
there  any  other  grading  sys¬ 
tems  that  you  prefer?” 

Among  students’  reactions  to 
the  preceding  questions  sub¬ 
mitted  on  a  poll  were  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Doug  Haliiday,  sophomore, 
journalism  major;  “The  elimi¬ 
nation  of  the  present  grading 
system  would  be  a  step  in  the 
.right  direction.  At  least  the 
students  would  no  longer  be 
graded  like  beef:  Grade  A, 
Grade  &.  and  so  on. 

“Heavens  no,  I’m  not  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  the  system.  In 

any  learning  process,  the  stu¬ 
dent  is  constantly  at  war  with 
Jbis  own  limitations. 

“Pitting  him  against  the  oth¬ 
er  memb^s  of  his  class  is  a 
needless  complication.  MSC  at 
me  time  had  a  system  in 
the  only  grades  given 
were  honors,  pass,  and  fail.  I 
think  that  a  strai^t  pass-fail 
systeip  would  be  best.  The 
studmA  ooiild  ttien  coDcentrate 
upon  learning  rather  than  up¬ 
on  the  classroom  politics  fos¬ 
tered  <hy  the  competition  in  the 
present  system.  However  effi¬ 


cient  or  virtuous  competition 
might  be  in  the  market  i^ce 
or  on  the  playing  firid,  it  is 
odious  in  the  classroom.” 

Bob  Purviance,  freshman, 
business  major:  “I’d  like  to 
see  the  elimination  of  grades 
come  about.  There  woidd  be 
more  emph«eis  on  progress 
rather  thsui  what  the  teacher 
personally  wants.  If  the  sys¬ 
tem  is  set  up  in  a  uniform 
maimer,  students  would  strive 
more  for  knowledge  rather 
than  grades.

Barbara  Laur,  senior,  music 
major:  “I  would  approve  of 
the  eLiminatiou  of  grades,  as 
they  are  now.  However,  I  thiidc 
the  suggested  system  leaves 
something  to  be  desired.  It 
sounds  to  me  as  if  words  have 
just  been  substituted  for  letter 
grades,  and  there  is  actually 
little  change  in  the  method. 

“I  don’t  see  much  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  ^sterns.  The 
present’ system  gives  no  ac¬ 
count  of  innate  ability,  ambi¬ 
tion  in  relation  te  Tiis  ability. 
I  think  that  more  extensive 
evaluation  than  just  one  sim¬ 
ple  symbol  would  be  more  in¬ 
dicative  of  accomplishment.  I 
think  that  the  ideal  system 
would  be  a  simple  p^  -  fail 


,  Jim  Young,  junior,  .^icid- 
ture  major:  “1  don’t  thuuc  this 
new  woidd  be  any  bet¬ 

ter  than  -the  one  we  have  now. 
If  anything,  it  woiAd  decrease 
competitive  mottvation  among 
metUocre  students. 

Denny  Smith,  senior,  art  ma¬ 
jor:  “Little  woifld  be  gained  by 
this  ciystem  because  oi^y  one 


letter  grade  wiU  be  ehminated. 
R^ardless  of  what  you  call  it, 
classifications  such  as  Honors, 
EB^  Pass  are  grades.  Com¬ 
petition  for  grades  would  still 
be  present. 

Sister  Barbara  Felder,  fresh¬ 
man,  biology  major:  “I  would 
like  the  grading  system  sug¬ 
gested  because  I  feri  the  iriter 
grade  makes  many  students 
making  top  grades  not  mo¬ 
tivated  to  learn  more  as  long 
as  they  maintain  the  top  grade. 
Without  it  they  would  have .  an 
incentive  to  learn  as  miKh  as 
possible.  Students  not  capable 
of  receiving  high  grades  would 
ieei  less  inferior  if  they  could 
receive  a  passing  grade  in¬ 
stead  of  a  C  letter  grade.” 

Jerry  Riggs,  fieshman,  agri¬ 
culture  major;  “This  system 
would  be  better  than  the  pres¬ 
ent  system.  While  the  system 
we  have  now  causes  competi¬ 
tion,  the  new  one  could  cause 
students  to  worry  less  about 
grades  and  more  about  learn¬ 
ing.  I  think  a  better  system 
woiild  be  simply  a  j>ass-fail 
system;” 

Bob  GlUispie,  junior  mathe-, 
matics  major:  “I  don’t  like  it! 
It’s  the  same  thing  as  A,  B,' 
C,  D  and  F.  It’s  just  under  a 
different  name. 

“I  don’t  like  the  one  we  have 
now  either.  It  places  too  much 
emphasis  on  grades  rather 
^an  learning  what  one’s  teach¬ 
ers  try  to  get  across  to  stu¬ 
dents.  I’m  in  favor  of  a  simple 
pass  or  fail  system.  Of  course, 
the  present  standards  should, 
be  raised  above  a  D.  Sriiolar- 
sbip  would  then  be  for  learn¬ 
ing,  instead  of  smuething  like 
we  have  now.”

Then  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Martin  Luther  King  fol¬ 
lowed  closely  by  the  death  of  Senator  Robert  F.  Kennedy, 
bO'th  resulting  from  gun  shots,  prompted  young  Morgan  to 
do  something  and  to  say:  “This  was  what  made  me  de¬ 
cide  to  seek  signatures  for  a  petition  to  send  to  the  Kansas 
legislature  and  te  Congress.” 

When  asked  v  'jether  this  was  a  correct  procedure,  J;e  i 
stated,  “The  purpose  is  to  make  Congress  aware  ttiat  peo¬ 
ple  want  restrictive  regulations  on  guns  and  ammunition.’/ 

’  This  news  article,  reporting  Morgan’s  plans,  reveals 
that  youth  of  America  are  interested  in  the  future  of  thei^ 
country.  Certainly  his  proposal  gives  Impact  to  the  idea 
that  the  youth  of  this  country  are  not  all  bad. 

Yes,  it  is  granted  that  there  m-e  some  particular  youth 
groups  in  our  land,  youth  who  reflect  a  bad  image,  bat 
there  are  other  groups  of  young  people  that  fervently  sup-  1 
port  this  country’s  beliefs.

To  Continue  into  Summer

Should  your  high  school  en¬ 
ter  the  construction  business? 
Sound  ridiculous?  Not  if  you 
are  familiar  with  the  vocation¬ 
al  education  program  of  the 
Maryville  R-II  School  District. 

Through  a  combined  program 
of  study  and  actual  work  ex¬ 
perience,  the  students  have 
completed  a  sturdy,  attractive 
new  family  style  home  in  the 
Crestview  addition  of  Mary¬ 
ville.  The  house,  complete  with 
thi'ee  bedrooms,  one  and  one- 
half  baths,  full  basement,  and  . 
double  garage  has  central  heat¬ 
ing  and  air  conditioning. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mon- 
tra  Dorman,  MSC  alumnus  and 
a  teacher  with  wide  experience 
in  the  field  of  construction,  the 
students  in  the  building  and 
trades  section  did  all  the  work 
ran^g  from  doing  cement 
footings  to  nailing  shingles  and 
.splatt^ng  paint. 

According  to  Mr.  A.  E. 
Beach,  superintendent,  this  ' 
'  is  only  one  sample  of  the 
various  experiences  that 
are  available  in  the  area 
vocational  school.  Three 
credits  yearly  may  be  earn¬ 
ed  through  the  vocational 
program. 

To  graduate,  each  student 
must  have  the  11  basic  educa¬ 
tion  requirements  which  in¬ 
clude  language  arts,  social  stu¬ 
dies,  mathematics,  science, 
and  physical  education,  as  well 
as  at  least  six  credits  from 
the  vocation^  area. 

Approximately  250  students 
are  enrolled  in  some  type  of 
vocational  training  at  the 
school.  Other  areas  that  are 
emphasized  include  auto  me- 
chandcs,  body  and  fender  re¬ 
pair,  sheet  metal,  home  eco¬ 
nomics,  vocational  agriculture, 
business  education,  ■  health

services,  and  cooperative  edu- 
cition. 

The  health  services  en- 
rollces  work  in  conjunction 
with  St.  Francis  Hospital  to 
provide  practical  nursing 
experience.  The  coopera¬ 
tive  education  program  is 
designed  so  that  the  stu¬ 
dent  spends  part  of  the  day 
in  class  and  the  remainder 
in  the  business  establish¬ 
ment. 

The  program  of  vocational 
education  is  appealing  to  the  lo¬ 
cal  district.  Fifty  per  cent  of 
the  instructors’  shades  and 
one  half  of  all  major  equip¬ 
ment  costs  aae  assumed  by  the 
Federal  Government  under  the 
Vocational  Education  Act  of 
.  1963.  The  local  district  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  buildings  and 
the  expendable  suppUes. 

Since  it  is  ^  area  program, 
schools  from  the  outlying  dis- 
ti'icts  within  a  thirty-five  mUe 
radius  are  eligible  to  partici¬ 


pate  in  the  program.  The  cost 
to  the  home  district  under 
these  circumstances  is  $50  per 
S'jmester  for  each  three  hour 
class. 

Mr.  Beach  is  quick  to  em¬ 
phasize  that  the  vocational  pro¬ 
gram  is  not  designed  to  ap¬ 
pease  the  underachievers.  This 
program  requires  the  same 
learning  capabilities  as  are 
necessary  for  academic  suc¬ 
cess.  It  does  appear,  however, 
to  give  some  practical  training 
experience  to  students  in  the 
field  of  endeavor  in  which  they 
show  an  interest  or  outstanding 
ability. 

While  every  area  school  may 
ret  be  able  to  match  the  ac- 
compldshments  of  the  Maryville 
district,  perhaps  its  program 
can  serve  as  an  example  and 
a  guide.  Who  knows?  Maybe 
tie  next  automobile  that  you 
buy  may  bear  the  lab^,  “Made 
by  the  Podunk  Center  High’ 
School.’’

Library  facilities  have  ex¬ 
panded  considerably  since  they 
were  housed  in  Room  207  of 
the  Administration  Building. 

After  being  in  Room  207,  the 
library  was  moved  to  the  area 
which  now  contains  the  Little 
Theater  and  the  office  of  Dr. 
Ralph  Fulsom,  chairman  of 
the  speech  and  drama  depart¬ 
ment.  Thirty  years  ago  the  li¬ 
brary,  with  all  of  its  25,000  vol¬ 
umes,  was  moved  to  Wells  Li¬ 
brary. 

During  World  War  II,  the 
first  floor  of  the  library  was 
put  into  use  for  the  fu’st  time. 
Rooms  which  now  house  the 
micro  -  film  readers  and  Up¬ 
ward  Development  were  used 
as  storage  space  for  the  V-12 
men’s  supplies.  Also  during  the 
war,  and  several  years  there¬ 
after,  the  room  where  Mr. 
James  Johnson,  librarian,  has 
his  office,  was  used  for  stor¬ 
age. 

In  1947,  Mr.  Paxton 
Price  came  to  MSC  as  li¬ 
brarian.  While  he  was 
here,  he  started  the  brows¬ 
ing  room  and  the  reserve 
room.  Prior  to  the  reserve 
room,  books  placed  on  res¬ 
ervation  were  kept  behind 
the  circulation  desk.  Mr. 
Price  also  acquired  Army 
surplus  field  phones  to  be 
used  for  inter-library  com¬ 
munication. 

After  leaving  MSC,  Mr. 
Price  was  Missouri  State  Li¬ 
brarian  for  almost  15  years.  At 
present  be  is  a  library  special¬ 
ist  in  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Edit- 
caticm.  ^ 

Mr.  Jobosoo  succeeded  Mr, 
Price  as  librarian  nearly  20 
years  ago.

library  has  almost  tripled 
its  number  of  volumes. 

Mr.  Johnson  notes  that  20 
years  ago  there  were  only 
about  35,000  volumes  located 
on  one  and  one-half  levels  of 
the  stacks.  There  are  roughly 
110,000  volumes  in  the  stacta 
now,  and  there  is  a  need  to 
move  into  the  new  stack  areas 
which  have  just  been  con¬ 
structed. 

Five  levels  of  new  stacks 
have  been  erected.  Each  level 
has  fluorescent  lighting,  air 
conditioning,  and  study  areas. 
New  lights  wiR  be  installed  in 
the  old  stacks,  also. 

Newspapers  can  be  found  on 
the  top  level  of  the  stacks.’  Is¬ 
sues  of  the  St.  Louis  Globe- 
Democrat  are  in  bound  vol¬ 
umes  from  the  Civil  War 
through  World  War  II,  Micro¬ 
filmed  copies  of  the  New  York 
Times  are  available  from 
World  War  II  to  date. 

When  asked  how  the  li¬ 
brary  acquired  the  St. 
Louis  papers,  Mr.  Johnson 
comment^,  “We  heard  of 
*  a  library  which  was  going 
to  destroy  them  and  use 
micro  -  fOm;  we  called  and 
asked  if  we  could  have 
them.  They  told  ns  to  send 

a  truck  for  the  papers.’* 

Mr.  Johnson  iMtes  that  file 
oews^pers  are  a  visible  ac¬ 
quisition,  but  he  states  that 
winit  are  not  as  readily  seen 
eire  the  books  and  micro-<fihn 
costing  $90,000,  which  has  been 
purdhased  during  this  fiscal 
year. 

“This  is  hard  to  see,”  says 
Mir.  JoJunson,  “because  they 
(the  books)  are  scattered  out.” 
He  added  that  the  $90,000  is 
more  than  five  times  the 
amount  available  last  year. 

Tlte  beating  and  air  condEi- 
tioning  system  has  mmle  the 
libntry  more  comfortable,  “It 
wai  Ito  cool  and  comfoitaUe 
aH  summer  for  studying,’’ 
pointed  out  Mr.  Johnson. 

Much  has  been  done  to  aid 
students  with  studying.  Eight 
new  micro  r  readers  have  been 
added,  bringing  the  total  to 
eleven.  The  library  now  has 
two  Xerox  machines  to  copy 
material  for  students. 


New  furniture  has  been  plac¬ 
ed  in  the  browsing  room;  new 
stacks  will  soon  be  added  in 
the  reserve  and  periodicals 
rooms.  When  the  new  stacks 
are  added  to  the  periodicals 
room,  students  will  be  able  to 
take  periodicals  to  other  parts 
of  the  library  to  use  them.  A 
map  cabinet  has  been  placed 
in  the  reference  room  for  stu¬ 
dent  use. 


Mary  Lee  Nielsen,  library 
scholarship  winner,  has 
made  use  of  the  new  ele¬ 
vator  in  Wells  Library  as 
she  brings  books  to  the 
new  stacks. 

Dining  this  year,  co-opera¬ 
tive  agreements  with  other  li¬ 
braries  have  been  made.  Now, 
MSC  students  can  check  books 
out  of  the  libraries  ait  Missou¬ 
ri  Western,  St.  Joseph;  Con¬ 
ception;  Tarkio;  Crestmi,  Iowa, 
and  Clarinda,  Iowa.  .  Agree¬ 
ment  has  also  been  made  so 
that  the  libraries  wiH  make 
Xerox  reproductions  of  pages 
of  periodicals  for  a  nominai 
fee. 

“We  are  growing  increasing¬ 
ly,”  Mr.  Johnson  said.  “I  am 
looking  forward  to  the  time 
when  the  library  has  a  quar- 
ter-of-a-miUi«n  volumes.”

he  nee^  to  act  and  then  think. 

The  teacher  is  confront¬ 
ed  with  the  problem  of  . 
“transferring  knowledge  in¬ 
to  learning.  To  accomplish 
this  goal,  teachers  must 
create  an  atmosphere  in 
the  classroom  which  per¬ 
mits  students  to  answer 
questions  and  solve  prob¬ 
lems  without  having  a 
'right  answer’  complex,” 
the  speaker  stressed. 

He  also  stated  that  people 
must  (XHivince  themselves  that 
it’s  all  right  for  teachers  and 
students  to  make  mistakes.  He 
hastened  to  add  that  if  a  mis¬ 
take  is  made,  however,  there 
is  “an  obligation  to  make  it 
right.” 

“Teach  people  to  be  respon¬ 
sible  by  giving  them  honest  re¬ 
sponsibility  —  let  them  have  it 
even  if  they  mess  it  up  the 
first  time,”  the  psychologist 
advised. 

Dr.  Usher  closed  his  lecture 
by  listing  some  “don’ts”  for 
teachers  to  follow;  “Don’t  give 
students  a  choice  unless  you 
are  willing  to  abide  by  the  de¬ 
cision  they  make;  don’t  de¬ 
mand  and  insist  on  having 
t'lCm  tell  why  they  have  done 
what  they  have  done;  don’t  try 
to  buy  affwtion;  don't  demand 
respect  —  earn  it;  don’t  deny 
another  person’s  feelings.”

Several  coaching  jobs  have 
been  offered  to  Mr.  Myers,  but 
he  doesn’t  have  any  idea  what 
position  he  will  accept.

Graduate  students  turned 
down  a  proposal  by  Dr.  Leon 
Miller  for  forming  their  own 
student  government  association 
Tuesday  during  an  information  - 
session. 

'  President  Robert  P.  Foster 
greeted  the  Master’s  degree 
candidates  and  urged  them  to 
make  suggestions  to  him  about 
any  segment  of  the  college  pro-  ■ 
gram.  Dr.  Miller,  dean  of  in- 
struction  and  coordinator  of  the 
graduate  programs,  was  in 
charge  of  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Miller  proposed  a  grad¬ 
uate  student  government  that 
would  serve  as  a  liaison  with  • 
the  college  administration  and 
Union  Board  and  as  spokesmen 
representing  the  graduate  stu¬ 
dents.  Possibilities  for  such  Un¬ 
ion  Board  activities  as  coffees, 
seminars,  and  recreation  could 
be  arranged  by  an  organization 
of  this  type. 

Although  Dr.  Miller  offered 
to  leave  the  auditorium  and  al¬ 
low  the  students  to  organize 
their  own  government,  the  pro¬ 
posal  to  set  up  a  government 
did  not  pass.
